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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding amended claims 2, 8, 1 1 , and 22, 
Applicant urges that the references do not fairly suggest that the biocatalyst layer is located on an anode-side current collector. However, 
Suzuki teaches a fuel cell comprising current collectors in Figure 10. In Figure 1 , Karube teaches an immobilized cell layer directly on the 
electrode. Taken in combination, the references fairly suggest the immobilized cell layer on the current collector of the Suzuki cell. 



It is noted that claim 1 1 remains rejected under 35 USC 112 first and second paragraphs. 

It is further noted that claim 18 appears to be a substantial duplicate of claim 12 and is objected to on these grounds. 
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
